WESTBANK,  British  Columbia 
(Special)  —  For  10  years  now.  North 
American  missionaries  Kevin  and  Alicia 
Madden  have  lived  2,200  miles  away  from 
Kevin's  birthplace  of  Washington,  Ga.  — 
an  historic  little  town  located  about  100 
miles  east  of  Atlanta.  Todays  their  home 
and  hearts  are  firmly  rooted  in  Canada. 

Madden  is  a  churw  planting  missionary 
and  senior  pastor  of  The  Potter's  House 
Community  Church  in  Westbank,  British 
Columbia,  a  conununity  of  30,000  people, 
located  atout  four  hours  from  Vancouver. 
British  Columbia  is  Canada's  far-western 
province,  just  above  Washington  State. 

Kevin  and  Alicia  Madden  are  among  the 
over  5,200  missionaries  in  the  United 
Statn,  Canada  and  their  territories  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter 
Offering  for  North  American  Missions.  The 
2006  Annie  Armstroi^  Easter  Offering's 
gbil  is  $56  million,  1(X^  of  which  is  u^ 
for  missionaries  like  the  Maddens. 

"We-  are  so  blessed  by  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Easter  Offering,"  '  said 
Madden.  "As  part  of  the  Canadian 
Convention  of  Southern  Baptists,  we  work 
very  cleaely  wUb  the  North  American 
Mission  Board.  The  funds  frcnn  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Offering  help  as  a  supplement 
to  my  salary,  and  help  u%  with  many  of  the 
ministries  we  carry  out  as  a  church  plant. 
The  chairs  we  sit  on  in  church  were  pro¬ 
vided  by  Annie  Armstrong  money. 

"It's  really  hard  to  imagine  our  work 
and  our  ministry  without  the  kind  of  sup¬ 
port  we've  had  through  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Offering  and  through  our  net¬ 
work  of  partners.  We've  been  very  blessed 
as  a  church,  but  the  need  is  great."

"There  are  pastors  that  I've 
never  met  in  our  associahon,  even  in  the 
almost  10  years  we've  been  here." 

Reflecting  the  country  erf  Canada  at  large, 
there's  an  overwhelming  need  for  more 
churdies  in  the  Westbank  area,  accordii^  to 
Sadden,  who  says  that  only  five  to  eight 
percent  of  people  m  die  region  profess  a  per¬ 
sonal  relanonshm  widi  Jesus  Christ  Some 
e  population  never  go  to  diuich. 


After  graduating  from  Southwestern 
Seminary  in  Ft.  Vwrth,  and  serving  as 

?astor  at  churches  in  South  Carolina  and 
iexas,  it  was  a  close  relationship  with 
another  couple  that  pushed  Canada  to 
the  front  and  center  of  Madden's  radar 
screen  for  missions. 

"We  became  overwhelmed  with  the 
lostness  of  Canada.  God  pushed  us  out 
of  the  nest  and  into  churcWig  planting. 
We  saw  a  great  need  in  Westbank,  where 
the  population  is  growing  tremendously 
and  is  projected  to  continue  to  grow. 

"Oddly  enough,  this  feeb  more  like 
home  now  than  when  we  go  back  to 
Geoigia,"  said  Madden.
